Claims 1-5 & 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Mabuchi et al 3,985,322 (newly 
cited), in view of Reynolds et al 6,550,715. 

Mabuchi shows an airplane toy including a longitudinal 
frame 3 having a forward wing, and rearward stabilizer 
(figure 1), and a propeller and motor. However, there is no 
propeller protector, so the propeller may be damaged if it 
hits an object. One would recognize that a propeller 
protector would be desirable. For example, Reynolds shows 
that a flying toy may include a propeller, and protector 34 
extending around and beyond the propeller and connected by 
struts 32 to the frame. This protector would be desirable 
with the toy of Mabuchi to protect the propeller. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
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provide the toy of Mabuchi with the propeller protector 
shown by Reynolds.
